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TOWARD A NEW PLAN. 


Immediate action should not be 
expected to follow the statement of 
Premier POINCARE that France will 
be ready soon to pass on from the 
Dawes plan, governing the payment 
of German reparations, to a different 
form of settlement. The whole mat- 
ter is highly contingent. M. POIN- 
CARE himself warns that it would be 
“premature” to make any ~ositive 
forecast. Time will be required even 
to draw up the details of the alter- 
native plan, to say nothing of delay 
in getting them accepted. No one, 
in fact, supposes that anything more 
than the barest preliminaries can be 
got out of the way before next year. 
For Germany and France, as well as 
the United States, this year of 1928 
is dominated by politics. The French 
Prime Minister continues to play a 
waiting game as respects his entire 
financial program. He will do noth- 
ing about stabilizing the franc until 
after the new Chamber has been 
elected, and it will be still later be- 
fore he could move definitely in the 
matter of reparations and war debts. 
If the French Government is thus 
‘obliged to walk in fear of politics, 
the American Government is still 
more so in this present year of 





grace. 

Nevertheless, the great impor- 
tance of this latest statement by M. 
POINCARE is obvious. What he says 
is wholly in line with the new atti- 
tude which France has happily as- 
sumed toward foreign questions. The 
French Premier speaks first of all, 
of course, as a patriotic Frenchman. 
He must be zealous for the security 
of his country and unremitting in 
his labors to make sure of the repa- 
rations which are the due of France. 
But M. POINCARE also speaks as an 
internationalist. He declares that 
France now believes in the “ eco- 
nomic solidarity” of the whole 
world, and is ready and desirous to 
do everything possible to maintain 
and strengthen it. This is the great 
reason why she is willing to lend a 
favorable ear to the so-called‘ bank- 
ers’ plan” for superseding the an- 
nual payments of one Government 
to another over a long period of 
years, by computing the present 
value both of German reparations 
Jjand the interallied war debts, and 
providing for taking care of it 
through the issue of securities to be 
absorbed by private investors. 

This ought not to be known as a 
bankers’ plan. That would prejudice 
it in some quarters. Let us call ita 
business-like plan, a4 common-sense 
plan. To be made acceptable to the 
American Government and the Amer- 
ican people, it will need to be pre- 
sented as a scheme that is not only 
practicable but table. It will.no 
Goubt be by politicians, 
eager to score a point against inter- 
national bankers and all wicked for- 
eigners. That would especially be 
the cage if the measure were brought 
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as a nation make more money than 
we possibly coulc lose by a reason- 
Jable adjustment of the war debts. 


| Secretary ‘MELLON stated this’ truth 


some months ago, and it remains un- 
questioned today. 

It is not a project to be rushed. 
‘Ton great haste would foredoom it 
to failure. A lot-of patient study 
must be given to it. Men’s minds 
must be prepared to see the whole 
matter in. a new light. We shall 
neeu all the expert and disinterested 
advice that can be obtained. The 
argument will have to be made clear 
and repeated.month after month. 
But the important thing to keep in 
mind throughout is that the solution 
toward which our own financiers 
have been working, and which: the 
French Premier favors when - the 
right time comes, will be not only a 
step to international appeasement, 
but a way of escaping from the pres- 
ent intolerable and impossible plan 
of discharging the war. debts, and so 
@ means of aiding American com- 
merce and industry to the manifest 
and continuing benefit of this 
country. 


DECENT PLACES TO SLEEP. 


Commissioner HARRIS’s action in 
closing the Bowery lodging houses 
seems to have been an. example of 
doing the right thing in the wrong 
way. Conditions in many of the 
lodging houses scattered through the 
city are not to its credit. They are 
particularly bad in some of the 


50 places on and about the Bowery 


which cater to the most utterly des- 
titue. Charity workers have been 
trying for a long time to get some- 
thing done to better them, and Dr. 
Harris is right in holding that they 
are a menace to health. The men 
are enitled to decent quarters; 
“ they should not have to sleep roost- 
“ing on benches, packed in so close- 
“ly that their elbows touch.” 

Quite so, but the streets of New 
York on a cold night offer the home- 
less an alternative even less attrac- 
tive. The park bench may, with a 
bit of philosophy thrown in, seem 
comparatively comfortable in July, 
but at this time of year it takes a 
lot of philosophy to make up for a 
lack of steam heat. The indecencies 
of the lodging houses have been no- 
torious for years; but why take this 
particular season and this arbitrary 
method of calling attention to 
them? Dr. HARRIS says that he did 
not intend that the men should be 
actually turned out into the street; 
his orders were taken “too liter- 
ally.” That may be, but it doesn’t 
make the pavements any softer or 
the park benches less drafty. 

Red Cross cots will help, but they 
are only temporary. The whole lodg- 
ing house situation needs looking 
into. Institutions like the Mills ‘ho- 
tels, the Bowery Branch of the Y. 
M. C. A. and even the Municipal 
Lodging House shine by comparison 
with the dismal and insanitary ref- 
uges which have been closed. 


THE GREAT “ PERADE. 


Will our “monocratic” friend, 
ALEXANDER HAMILTON, rejoice at the 
glory which is to be his on the night 
of June 11?

LINCOLN’s Wideawakes 
will be on hand. Their torches will 
conquer the night with flame. Every 
ward in Kansas City will pour forth 
its uniform torch-bearers. All the 
Flambeau Clubs will be out in force. 
Will the flambeaux be electric? For 
obvious reasons oil is out of the ques- 
tion; nor can the torch-lighters of 
Kansas City know the. fierce joy of 
their grandfathers. He who has 
never carried the flame of his party 
at the end of a rather husky staff in 
a highly partisan procession in a big 
city, can have no.-notion of. the 
amount of head-whacking, torch- 
seizing and fist-fighting which those 
ancient bearings of. political fire 
used to bring about in certain.wards.

ONLY REGULATED FLYING 
SAFE. 


So fast is the airplane today and 
so wide its range that the difficul- 
ty of restricting its flights to one 
State need not be argued. When 
a pilot goes up near a State boun- 
dary he can never be sure that if 
his engine stalls, or his gasoline 
begins to fail, he will not come 
down in an adjoining State. That 
means interstate flying, and, lack- 
ing a Federal license, he has tech- 
nically violated the law. In the 
largest States there may be such 
a thing as actual commercial in- 
trastate flying, which does not re- 
quire regulation. But a good deal 
of the flying within a State is done 
by unlicensed pilots in unregulated 
planes who make a living by taking 
up patrons for the thrill of being in 
the air.. It is always hazardous and 
often results in fatal accidents, The 
records of the Aviation Bureau of 
the Department of Commerce show 
that of 164 such accidents last year 
131, or 80 per cent., occurred in 
unlicensed planes. On the other 
hand, 665 licensed planes “ operated 
throughout the year” flew millions 
of miles without “a single fatality.” 
Assistant Secretary of Commerce 
MACCRACKEN states that “in the 
“ Government mail operations there 
“was only one fatality in 1,413,381 
“ pilot-passenger miles.” He con- 
cludes that “flying on regular 
“routes and in Government planes 
“is as. safe as any other form of 
“ transportation.” 

Unfortunately, the Aviation Bu- 
reau of the Commerce Department 
could not be completely organized 
throughout the country in the first 
year after passage of the Air ‘Com- 
merce act, with the result that it 
was impossible “to inspect at once 
“all aircraft and examine all pilots 
“engaged in interstate air com- 
“merce.” 'To:those not licensed fly- 
ing was open in most of the States. 
A few have enacted laws modeled 
on the Federal act. New York has 
now joined them. In the great ma- 
jority unlicensed and unregulated 
flying still goes on. Assistant Sec- 
retary MACCRACKEN has expressed 
the -opinion that there are no legal 
difficulties in the way of regulation 
by the Federal Government of air- 
craft that fly only within the boun- 
daries of a State. Many lawyers do 
not agree with him. He maintains 
that “the department should have 
“ authority to license the pilot and 
“to license every plane that goes 
“into the air.” But so long as com- 
mercial planes can be flown within 
the boundaries of a State there will 
be resistance to the proposal of an 
all-covering Federal law. That be- 
ing the case, the enactment of a 
law in every State conforming to 
the Federal statute is necessary. In 
the plea for such a law in New York 
which Colonel LINDBERGH made at 
Albany he said: 

One of the greatest necessities in 
the development of aviation at the 
present time is for each State of 
the Union to adopt the Federal 
regulations. * * * If these regula- 
tions are uniform, it will be a 
simple matter to keep airplanes 
operating in proper condition and 
piloted by experienced personnel. 

Unless his advice is heeded in the 
many States that have given no at- 
tention to regulation, fatal accidents 
in the air will continue and will re- 
tard and embarrass commercial 
aviation. 


THE STRUGGLE FUR TEXAS. 


Romantic in history, powerful in 
Democratic politics, Texas provides 
more interest for those watching 
political developments than almost 
any other State in the South. Ever 
since “the immortal Forty,” under 
the unit rule, stood by Wooprow 
WILSON at Baltimore until the nomi- 
nation was won, an importance at- 
taches to the Texas delegation out 
of proportion to the size of its vote 
or the State’s geographical and in- 
dustrial significance. Now, with its 
largest city—Houston—chosen for 
the 1928 Democratic Convention, 
Texas is engaged in a contest over 
what its delegates shall do, in which 
good sense, fanaticism, natural pref- 
erence and anxious hospitality join 
to clutter up the Southwestern scene.

Nothing in his interviews suggests 
that he wants the platform to sing 
those Volsteadian paeans which the 
Governor and Mr. Love favor. The 
extreme figure on the right is for- 
mer Representative JEFF MCLEMORE, 
he of the “ armed-ship bill” which 
caused such a disturbance just be- 
fore this country entered the World 
War. Mr. MCLEMORE, who is stand- 
ing for the United States Senate, 
endorses relaxation of the laws 
against wine-making, denounces the 
Anti-Saloon League as “ worse than 
the Ku Klux Klan” and favors a 
diplomatic break with Mexico. 

Amid such contention the dele- 
gates from Texas are being selected. 
The general press opinion seems to 
be that the result will fall some- 
where between the positions of the 
Governor and Mr. JONES. There is a 
growing sentiment that the home 
State of the convention should not 
send delegates bound against the 
legitimate aspirations of any Demo- 
crat. 


SPRING IN CHINA. 
Settlement is announced of Amer- 
ican claims arising out of the Nan- 
king incident of March, 1927. The 
Nationalist Government denies guilt 
of the outrages perpetrated by the 


Communist troops, but accepts re-" 


sponsibility for reparation. A mixed 
commission is to determine the dam- 
ages to be paid. Negotiations of 
similar tenor between Nanking and 
Japan have broken down and dis- 
cussions with the British Govern- 
ment are proceeding slowly. Yet 
there is the same significance in 
Nanking attemptingsettlements with 
the foreign Powers or actually arriv- 
ing at an agreement. For Nanking 
it means recognition of its de facto 
status. It will not do to assume all 
the implications of the phrase for a 
chaotic China that it would bear 
elsewhere. But what the action of 
our own Government does mean and 
what the other Powers have appar- 
ently made the basis of their policy 
is that for some time to come there 
will be no unified authority in China. 
Foreign Government. must deal with 
a@ number of local Chinese de facto 
régimes. 

The immediate hope of well-wish- 
ers of the Chinese people must be 
that if the country -annot achieve 
unity it may be granted a breathing 
space from civil war and the untold 
miseries that have followed. In the 
Canton sphere murderous strife has 
been going on as between the Com- 
munists and whoever may be the 
Governmem @f the moment. In 
Shantung: famine is taking its toll 
of a population reduced to despair 
by the tax exactions of a bandit 
Tuchun. For the rest of China, with 
the possible exception.of Manchuria, 
conditions-cannot be said to be “ bet- 
ter’’; they are only somewhat lezs 
tragic. Some faint promise of peace 
exists. Except for the celebrated 
General FENG, the warring leaders 
might be won to a truce. Peking 
would be willing to concede autono- 
my to Nanking and Canton and per- 
mit the return of the “ model Gover- 
ernor” YEN to Sh:nsi. But Gen- 
eial FENG, who in the course of the 
last few years has been all things 
to all men—for a consideration—is 
now in need of tunds. The Honan 
territory he holds has been sucked 
dry of taxes and he must look else- 
where to finance himself. FENG does 
not want peace and is strong enough 
to prevent others from talking peace. 
If his influence disappears it must 
cume in the traditional Chinese way, 
through betrayal by one of his own 
subordinates or the desertion of his 
own troops. Two years ago Marshal 
Sun fled from Shanghai because his 
men would not fight; he was saved 
by the intervention of the Northern- 
ers under CHANG CHUNG-CHANG, 
master of Shanghai. Today, despite 
his pillaging of the country, CHANG 
finds his troops disaffected, but 
Marshal SUN is in a position to at- 
tack the Nationalists—if he were not 
afraid of CHANG in his rear! 

This is the general chaos which 
would seem to leave the foreign 
Powers no alternative but to deal 
with such regional Governments as 
they can find. Normally, the ap- 
proach of Spring would mean new 
campaigning and for che Chinese 
people new suffering. But if the 
military chieftains have so entangled 
themselves in intrigue and counter- 
intrigue that they dare not move, 
it is something of a gain.

THE STUDENTS’ 24 HOURS, 

The latest study of how college 
students divide their twenty-four 
hours comes from the University of 
Idaho. It is published in the gg 
number of School and Society. The 
time spent in sleep (the average for 





spends as much time in work as his 
brother does in the office or shop or 
factory, and is not to be regarded 
as having relatively an easy time of 
it. The theory upon which college 
programs are planned is that two 
hours of preparation are expected 
for every hour of recitation or lec- 
ture. But the results of other like 
inquiries go to show that the hour- 
for-hour basis is more a 
adopted. 

The sleep, recreation, study and 
recitation time being taken out 
leaves 5 hours and 5 minutes for all 
the rest of the student’s daily activi- 
ties: including 1 hour and 35 min- 
utes for eating; 1 hour and 25 min- 
utes for “ personal activities,” 15 for 
correspondence, 25 for going to and 
from town and 10 for “ religion.” 

What is particularly noticeable in 
these schedules is that there is no 
time left for meditation, unless it is 
to be found in the ten minutes for 
“ religion,” or possibly in the hours 
of recreation, though the detailed 
entries do not suggest it. It is the 
thought of those who have recorded 
these student activities and put them 
into a graph that they may serve as 
“a starting point” in preparing a 
weekly schedule for individual col- 
lege: students. SYDNEY SMITH said 
that he never could find a man who 
could think for more “than two 
minutes together.” The reported 
schedules do not take account of 
anything less than five minutes, but 
a dozen of even two-minute periods 
could profitably be‘introduced at in- 
tervals during the day to make at 
least an hour of pure meditation. 
This ought to have a place in every 
student’s graph forthe rest of his 
college days—and then on in larger 
periods. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


Newark is never 
spoken of as the 
for City Beautiful, 

Newark. but it aspires to 
be more. attrac- 
tive. It should be a better place to 
work and to live in. With 466,700 
people in 1926, it probably has half 
@ million now. Newark should ben- 
efit by zoning, which is no longer 
under an unconstitutional blight. In 
a statement made on Friday last 
Freperic Bicgtow, City Superinten- 
dent of Buildings, disclosed his plans 
for the new zoning ordinance. 

Newark citizens want small neigh: 
borhood stores in certain localities, 
business districts undisturbed by in- 
dustry, proximity in the larger busi- 
nesses because it aids enterprise; 
while the large and smal] manufac- 
turers object to conditions that bring 
ther: together, each class preferring 
segregation. Economic waste must 
be avoided. So Mr. BiceLow would 
divide the city into seveh types of 
‘tuse’’ districts: one-family resi- 
dences, small-volume apartments, 
large apartments, small-volume busi- 
ness, big business, light industrial, 
and heavy industrial. 

In regard to sizes of courts and 
yards, he would have them every: 
where large enough to provide for 
sufficient light and air. There is no 
uniformity now. As to heights of 
buildings, he believes in the greatest 
liberty consistent with safety. ‘‘I 
propose,’’ he says, ‘‘a 40-foot height 
in small-house districts, a 100-foot 
limit in‘business and apartment dis- 
tricts adjacent to small-house dis- 
tricts, with a maximum height for 
buildings elsewhere 300 feet.’ Mr. 
Bicztow has in mind zoning regula- 
tions for usefulness and comfort, 
leaving grace in design to the 
architects.

YOUTHS LED DRAFT RIOTS. 


Children’s Aid Society Presents In- 
teresting Facts on 1863 Troubles. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The letter of William Douglas Kil- 
patrick in Tus Tres today regard- 
ing the causes of the draft riots in 
1863 touches upon a subject which 
the Children’s Aid Society has just 
reviewed in preparing material for 
its seventy-fifth annual report. 

Mr. Kilpatrick refers to the claim 
that housing congestion caused these 
riots, and says, ‘‘It is a peculiarly 
novel idea in that it so happens that 
the New York boys who were fight- 
ing for the Union came from the 
same type of homes as did the ruth- 
less, murderous draft rioters.” 

Our search into the old reports of 
the Children’s Aid Society throws 
further light on the matter. Our 
agents reported that the police and 
eye-witnesses to the riots asserted 
that many of the ringleaders were 
youths who had grown up as vagrant 
children, and that vagrant children 
participated in the riots. Another 
early record in the files of the Chil- 
dren’s Aid Society makes this com- 
ment on the riots: 

“The Summer of 1863 saw a practi- 
cal proof in the terrible riots of the 
necessity, dwelt upon for years by 
the society, of caring for the street 
boys, who swelled the numbers of 
ruffians attacking houses or tortur- 
ing negroes and showed into what 
an element street children, grown 
up in neglect and unrestraint, may 
develop.”’ 

Congestion in housing may he a 
contributing cause to juvenile delin- 
quency, and perhaps it was an in- 
direct factor in the draft riots, just 
as today it is a contributing factor 
in the problem of juvenile crime.

LONDON, April 2.—George Moore, 
the 76-year-old author, who has been 
seriously ill at a nursing home, was 
as happy as a schoolboy today be- 
cause of th: success of his one and 
only play, ‘The Making of an Im- 
mortal,’”’ which was produced for the 
first time last night by the Arts The- 
atre Club’ ih é présence of ‘the 
Prince of Wales and a distinguished 
audience, 

The critics this morning were unan- 
imous in praising Mr. Moore’s play 
as brilliant, shrewdly humorous, en- 
riched with prose of unusual beauty 
and theatrical devices of uncommon 
effectiveness. 

The play, set in Elizabethan times, 
shows Francis Bacon thrusting the 
authorship of great dramas upon an 
unwilling humble actor named 
Shakespeare. Queen Elizabeth, Ben 
Jonson and other great figures of 


the era are included in Mr. Moore’s 
cast of characters. 


Insists on Baconian Theory.

" Dr. W..S. Adams Feels That Copen- 
hagen Report of Seeing It Dou- 
bie May Solve Mystery. 


The belief that the star, newly ob- 
served near Nova Pictoris, was not 
recently split off from that stellar 
body, but formerly existed there in 
a state too faintly to be observed, 
Was expressed by Dr. Edwin M. 
Frost, director of the. Yerkes Ob- 


servatory, Williams Bay, Wis., in a} “2 


message to THe New York Times re- 


sg yeordey.’ Dr. Frost said: 
ova Pictoris is 46 degrees south 
of Sirius and cannot be observed in 
the United States. Our sole informa- 
_ of a scientific. character is a 
tch stating that Finsen of. Jo- 
hednecbare Observatory finds a com- 
panion to Nova. From press dis- 
patches from Capetown we hear that 
separation is two-tenths of a second 
of arc or about the smallest distance 
separable with any telescope in 
South Africa. I do not attach casual 
significance to this companion. At 
least one star in eighteen that have 
been investigated carefully has a 
stellar os and every tlifird or 
fourth star ne a spectroscopic 
binary. It would therefore be prob- 
‘ able that one out of eve ozen 
novae would have a close visible com- 


panion. 

“This need have no connection 
with the unknown cause of the pre- 
sumptive explosion which brought 
Nova up to about first magnitude 
in May, 1925. A companion would be 
lost in the glare of Nova until it 
declined to a certain magnitude, say 
of the sixth, which, I understand to 
be the present brightness of Nova. 
This feature would then be similar to 
a companion to = Ceta recently 
discovered which invisible when 
Myra is near maximum because4of 
giare. 

“From resent information I 
should not infer that the companion 
had separated from Nova at the date 
of the explosion but in the normal 
eae of evolution. My colleague, 

ofessor Van Biescbroeck, an expert 
on double stars, shares my views. A 
description of the career of Nova 
Pictoris can be found in Stratton’s 
article in Volume VI, of 
Handbuch der Astrophysik received 
today from Berlin, published by 

Springer.’’

A tee in Stock wibsnhiiee money 
rates to 5% -per cent., the highest 
since the year-end settlements’ were 
being completed on the opening busi- 
hess day of January, drew attention 
again yesterday to the money posi- 
tion. This rate was not excéption- 
ally high for the ‘‘April settlement 
week’’; for, although the market did 
not reach that height at this time of 
1927 and 1925, the same rate intro- 
duced April in 1926 and 1024, and 6 
per cent. was touched in the same 
week of 1923. All that the present 
rate signifies, therefore, is that sup- 
plies of money for the stock market’s 
purposes are less abundant than 
they were a year ago, or else that 


} requisitions on an equally large sup- 


ply are much increased. 

The higher money market reflects, 
naturally enough, a position which 
in many respects contrasts with that 
of a year ago. Aside from the in- 


‘| crease of a thousand million dollars 


in brokers’ loans, reported by New 


| York banks, the Reserve system it- 


self now holds $262,000,000 less of 
gold than a year ago, while its redis- 
counts are $68,000,000 greater, and 
Member banks are lending nearly 
$200,000,000 more on loans, such as 
merchants’ borrowings, which are 
not secured by Stock Exchangé col- 
lateral. These changes certainly do 
not indicate tight money, but they 
are interesting. In the discussion of 
the gold-export movement, the fact 
is usually emphasized that the Re- 
serve banks could either stop the 
outgo by a higher bank rate or re- 
coup themselves for loss of gold on 
export .by reversing their internal 
policy on gold—that is to say, through 
holding gold certificates paid in to 
them, and using only circulating 
notes for payments. But a higher 
bank rate would accelerate the rise 
on the open market, and increase of 
note issues would help, as it did in 
1919, to reduce the ratio of reserve. 

Prices went irregularly lower on 
the Stock Exchange yesterday, after 
a day of highly confusing variations, 
in which Radio shares particularly 
declined 8 points, advanced 18% and 
fell back 9%. In other active shares 
there were rather numerous declines 
ranging from 3 to 8% points; as a 
rule with no very substantial. re- 
covery. Advances for the day were 
few, but one of the high speculative 
stocks was bid up 11% points. Trans- 
actions on the Stock Exchange were 
small as compared with last week’s 
unprecedented business; they fell 
nearly a million shares below Fri- 
day’s total. But this only illustrates 
the abnormal magnitude of the re- 
cent market, for notwithstanding this 
slackening from the recent pace, 
even yesterday's sales were matched 
only twice before 1928. 

The Stock Exchange’s decision to 
close, not only on Good Friday, ac- 
cording to old Wall Street custom, 
but on Saturday also, is undoubtedly 


-& concession to a membership physi- 


cally overstrained by the executing of 
orders in the great speculation. In 
so far as this is the reason for the 
decision, another curious parallel is 
created with the ‘‘bull market” of 
twenty-seven years ago, the only one 
in Stock Exchange history which pro- 
vides close resemblance in character 
and incident to the present market. 
An extra Saturday holiday was 
granted then, at the very culmina- 
tion of the speculative excitement, 
and all the contemporary records as- 
sign a physically exhausted Wall 
Street as the reason.

FINANCE 

The Company met its maturing obligations 
and provided f for its capital expenditures. No 
new issues of stock or bonds .were made 
during the the year. The Company expended 
approximately $30,000,000 in 1927 for im- 
provements on its own road and equipment. 
An equal amount was expended for improve- 
ments by its leased and affiliated lines. 

The Company has»paid a return to its 
stockholders in every year since 1847. It is 
now owned by 142,622 stockholders who reside 
in every state of the Union and nearly all 
foreign countries. The. average number of 
shares held by each stockholder is 70 and no 
single stockholder owns more than 34 of 1 per 
cent of the total outstanding stock. 

Directors of the Company on March 28th, 
1928, authorized ‘the sale of $80,000,000 par 
value capital stock to pay for additions, bet- 
terments and improvements, to retire equip- 
ment trust and other obligations and to 
reimburse the treasury for capital expendi- 
tures already made. $62,500,000 will be 
offered ‘to stockholders at $50 share in 
amounts equal to 122% of their respective 
holdings as of April 14, 1928. If the stock- 
holders approve, the remaining $17,500,000 
will be sold to employes on terms to be speci- 
fied by the directors. 

In order. to create a wider market for the 
stock and for the convenience of New England 
and western holders it has been listed on the 
Boston and Chicago Stock Exchanges.
